At the Coopers’ Headquarters. 

National! Hall presented a similar appearance 
this morning to what it did yestcrday. 
The striking coopers were congregated 
in that vicinity and were discussing the pros- 
pects of anfearly adjustment of their difficulties 
with their employers. There ig a 
slight diminution of numbers in 
those who attended to-day, but there 
were fully 300 present. These men range from 
20 to 60 years of age. The majority are prob- 
ably between 30 to 40, and are mostly married 
ard men of families. Taney bave found 
it a hard struggle to support their 
wives and children upon the small wages which 
they earn. Asa class, too, they arean intelli- 
gent body. Perhaps over half of them 
are Germans. There are also some 
Bohemians in the _ trade, and the 
balance is English-speaking. A [notable fact 
about this strike is the mannerin which itis 
conducted. Tne strikers discountenauce 
all violence. In u meeting held 
to-day it was resolved that 
nomen loiter or loaf in the vicinity of the 
shops, but keep clear of them. Another re- 
markable fact is the sobriety of these mechan- 
ics. Although National Hall is over a 
saloon, the reporter did not notice a single 
striker patronize it. On the contrary, they all 
appeared to be temperance men, tor during the 
progress of the meeting some half a dozen 
buckets of water were drank by the members. 

Before the meeting was called to order the 
Finance Committee was busily engaged in re- 
ceiving the subscriptions that had been col- 
lected yesterday, and a considerable sum of 
money was turned in. 

To-Day’s Meeting. 

It was 10 o’ciock when President Coffey 
called tne siriking coopers to order. The 
ininutes were read and approved. 

S. A. Bell, chairman of the committee to visit 
Lambert & Lutz's tight barrel shops, reported 
that thev were told tocall Saturday afternoon, 
when they would receive assistance. 

Mr. Kadcll, chairman of the committee to 
visit the Sanitary Commizsion in reference to 
the use of old barre!s, was called upon to re- 
port. Hesaid he was able to presentsucha 
report as would be received with approbation. 
In this question of o!derd damared barrels 
they were not only fighting a battle for 
the coopers, but also one for the health of the 
..tizens of St. Louis. If there was any man 
here who would take oath and make an affida- 
vit on this matter to the com- 
missioners at o’clock, ry prose- 
cution of the offending parties would follow. 
They had the sympathy of the citizeas ot 
St. Louis, and while this sanitary measure is 
ulso applicable to the coopers, they would not 
hesitate to grapple the opportunity to benefit 
the citizens of St. Louis. All they had to do 
wus to give the information on oath as to who 
was using these filthy, infected barrels,andthe 
Sanitary Commissioners would prosecute the 
implicated parties. This would do away withthe 
consumption of 1,5V00 barrels per day, which 
are now sudstituted tor new Darrels. They 
should not lose this opportunity, and they will 
receive the thanks of the citizens for uprooiing 
one of the worst evils in a sanitary respect. 
[| Applause. | 

Mr. C. A. Fenton offered to give some infor- 
mation regardiug these barrels. 

Mr. Khadeil said cil they hsdtodo waste 
inform the Sanitary Commissioneis. Darreis 
wereusedin mills which would carry the danger 
of anepiiiemic. Olid barrels are coming here 
from Louisiana, Florida, Memphis aud other 
places, andthey were again ftilied with flour 
ana used in the city. 

Hiere a member related a case of yellow fever 
in Cairo last year, which the physicians de- 
cilared had been cominunicated by means ofa 
flour barrel. 

Messrs. C. A. Fenton and Henry Peterson 
volunteered to go betore the comnmnissioners.

Mr. Buckley made some remarks concerning 
these filthy barrels, which were sent over to 
East St. Louis and used for sugar. 

Mr. Kellogg thought the committee

Mr. Devereux mentioned a firm on Main 
street which used these barrels for corn meai. 

It was then moved and seconded that the 
committee select the men to assist them in 
procuring evidence. Curried. 

The president reported that he had visited 
the Pacific Machine Shops, and 
that the coopers would hear 
from them between now and Monday. 
The bricklayers had donated $25 tu the striking 
coopers. [Great applause. | 

A vote of thanks to the bricklayers for 
liberality was unanimously adopted. 

A vote of thanks was also unanimously ten- 
dered the PosT-DISPATCH tor its impartial re- 
pert of the proceedings. Also a vote of thanks to 
the editor of the Globe-Democrat for his kindly 
remarks in an editorial this morning. The 
editoriul was read and the vote adopted. 

Vice President Lefiler called for reports from 
the different shops. It was resolved that only 
the committees should look after the various 
shops, and that the coopers be requested to 
keep away trom them. A rambling 
discussion then ensued concerning the status 
ot Mr. Jacob, whose shop is at Fifteenth and 
Wash, and whose foreman came in for sundry 
hard raps at the hands of several speakers. 

It was resoived that the committee should 
not again wait on Mr. Carpenter,of the Belcher 
Sugar Works, until properly requestea by that 
gentleman to do so. 

It was alsu resolved that the organization 
take no notice of rumors and hearsay com- 
munications. 

This terminated the regular business, 
and short speeches were then 
made b Messrs. Kellogg, 
Kadell and Devereuxin English,by Mr.Leffler in 
German and Mr. Fiaillain Bohemian and Eng- 
lish.

Interviews With Striking Coopers. 

The P.-D. reporter this morning, after the 
mecting, §buttonholed Mr. James Kadell, and 
asked him for a statement of the strikers’ 
grievances. Mr. Kadell said: ‘‘For about 
three years we have been working at prices 
ranging trom about five to seven cents on ma- 
chine work, and from six to nine and ten 
cents on hand-made barrels. Thisis, however, 


only during the summer months, commencing 
from about the time the new wheat comes in. 
Then we fun _ until about Christmas. 
The bosses generally take advintage of us 
about that time, and cut us Gowntofour cents 
on machine barrels and to six cents on handa- 
made ones. Now, to add tothis, the shops are 
the most unwholesome and unhealthy that any. 
mechanic bas to workin. They are not like 
any Other shops, because most anything will 
do fora cooper shop. I think that is a subject 
which thecitizens of St. Louis shou!d look 
into. We have nocomfort save inan open shed. 
Some places, of course, are a little better, 
but as a general rule the shops 
are in a poor condition. Now 
then we are imposed upon just as soon as slack 
time comes in the way of bad stock, suehb as 
poor hoops, etc., for worcing on which we, of 
course, get even lower pay- We pro to 
isinthe future by organizing our

course there are a few exceptionally fast work- 
men who can earn $12, and one or twu, per- 
haps, $13, but that only a very tew can do.’’ 
MR. KELLOGG 
was next interviewed by the reporter. He sald 
the statement had been made that the coopers 
of St. Louis received lower wages 
than those in other Western cities, 
and it was emphatically true. The 
coopers nere were trying to reguiate the 
prices, and in orderto do thatthey had to 
bring the wages here up to the stundard, and 
we wunt to keep them there for a year.’’ 
SAll the coopers are not on a strike. It is 
only the slack barrel hands thatare out on 
strike. The stack barrel shops turn out bar- 
rela for flour, potatoes, corn ineal, sugar, ap- 
ples, ete. The men work ton hoursaday. At 
the prices now pare & man’s wages average 
$5 to $7 per week. Striking the average for 
all the year round, the wages do not amount 
to over $5 50 a week. 

Whoetare called the ‘‘tight’’ barrel makers 
are notoutonastrixe. The ‘‘tight’’ barrel 
hands make lard and pork barrels, also whis- 
ky and vinegar barrels, and in fact any kind of 
barrels fer liquors. It requires more skill to be 
a ‘‘tight’’ barrel hand than a ‘‘siack’’ ono, 
The former can do the work of the latter, but 
the latter usually can not make tight barrels. 
The tight barrel coopers average from $7 and 
$8tosl0aweek. They get twenty-five cents 
for pork barrels and thirty-five for tierces, and 
work from twelve to _ tourteen hours 
per day. in the city there are 
nearly 300 tight barrel makers. 
Another class o! coopers are those working 
at trimming in packing houses and in oil re- 
fineries. They get $2 per day and they are not 
out on strike. Another class is the beer work- 
ers who average $9 to $10 aweek. They make 
casks, kegs, etc. They get 90 cents for making 
beer kegs. 

COL. C. Ae FENTON, 

another striker, was esked to explain the case of 
the strikers. Mr. Fenton first gave along ac- 
count ofthe behavior of Mr. Janes, of the Em- 
pire shop, towards his men on strike. 
He then §saidthattbe flour barrels brought 
28 cents and 30 centsinthe market and that 
the bosses made a profit ofg3 cents per barrel. 
If the price was increased to 35 cents and the 
coopers paid the prices they demanded the 
bosses would make a profit of 6 cents per bar- 
rel, The truillers were willing 
to pay 35 cents. He had 
conversed with many of them and they said 
they had no objection to pay it, asit would fall 
upon the consumer, and they (the coopers) 
were some of the cOusumers. The average 
wages that can be made by the average cooper 
now on machine shop work doss 
not exceed $5 50, takns: it all the year 
round. The hand-shop men perhaps would 
average $6, taking ailthe yearround. Atthe 
prices we ciaim the machine-shop men will av- 
erage $9 and the hand-barrel mefi $10. Unless 
he is a poor workinan xa man should make 100 
barrels per week. The flour barrel season 
begins about the 10th of July and lasts until 
the middle of December. From that time to 
the next July the demand siavkens, ani the 
bosses take advantage and put down the pri- 
ces. Ve want a coutract with the masters for 
one year.

For, significant and astonishing as these 
figures are, it must be remembered that they 
include all the purchased substitutes se- 
cured by New England, and that notorious- 
ly no portion of the country bought so large 
a proportion of substitutes as New Eng- 
land to take the place of patriotism, and no 
part of the country so small a fraction of 
substitutes as the above-mentioned poor 
border States. 

So that, if the number of volunteers is 
considered, five Southern, rebel States sent 
at least twice as many men into the Union 
army as fire New England States. 

It is very much to be regretted that the 
War Department did not mention how many 
of the 225,063 men sent by five New Eng- 
land States were no New Englanders at all, 
but paid for in cash, and how few of the 
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Union army, or how many good Democrats 
served init. Still, the figures point in 
an interesting direction. We have 
already analyzed 526,000 men furnished by 
five New England and five “‘rebel’’ States. 
But four States that have to-day Democrat- 
ic Governors and Legislatures—New York, 
New Jersey, Ohio and Indiana—furnished 
alone 1,064,863 more soldiers, or as much as 
the other twenty-three States combined, the 
large majority of whom, according to every 
internal evidence, must have been Demo- 
crats. 

Let 
the ‘‘border States’? of the “solid South” 
take the seats of honor among those who 
‘‘saved the Union,’’ andlet the impudent 
and baseless assertion of Republican par- 
tisans, that they alone saved the Union, be 
crushed by their own figures.

Gov. Phelps has respited Joseph Dego- 
nia, who was to have been hanged at Po- 
tosi to-morrow, for three weeks.

The chanting, the mellow morning 
light struggling through the many-colored win- 
dows, the swelling, plaintive tones of the or- 
gan, the gentle perfume of the flowers, and the 
tears that fell like dew, all combined to make 
a scene long to be remembered by a lover ot 
humanity, thetrue, the beautiful andthe 
good. Andthenthe memory of the deceased 
was Aas fragrant as the odor of 
the flowers to those who had 
watched his course in life and 
knew what manner of man he was. Cut down 
without a moment’s warning, and in the full 
pursuit of his labors, his loss could not be re- 
alized by his friends untilthey saw his name 
in letters of silver on the caskettbat bore his 
mortal remains. Hence it was that the fact of 
his loss came on the congregation this morn- 
ing with a flood of grief. 

AFTER THE CHANT 
came a fervent prayer by the officiating minis- 
ter, Dr. Holland, and then the sweet hymn 
‘‘Lead Me Kindly.’’ There was no sermon, 
but the eloquent minister delivered a short ad- 
dress full of touching sentiments and eloquent 
tributes to the memory of the departed. ‘‘We 
mourn to-day,’’ said he, ‘*the loss of a friend. 
He was your friend and my friend; 
the friend of the church, the friend of our city, 
the triend of the State, the friend of all true 
men, and especially was he the friend of the 
poorman. He may not be known as the foun- 
der of hospitals, asylums and schools, but he 
wasthe originator of great enterprises that 
gave bonest labor to the poor.’’ 

Dr. Holland then went on with a glowing 
eulogy onthe good qualities of the deceased, 
and closed with one oi his most delightful 
perorations.

softly and sweetly the hymn, ‘‘Justas I am, 
without one plea.’’ Then followed another 
prayer, after which the honorary pall-bearers 
led the way to the door, followed by the body 
and the mourners, Mrs. Lewis, wife of the 
deceased was supported by two gentiemen, 
one of whom was Mr. B. W. Lewis, President 
of the St. Louis, Kansas City and Northern 
Railroad. The casket was placed in the 
hearse underthe protection of a number of 
umbrellas, for the rain came down in torrents. 
A large number of those in the congregation 
took carriages and joined the procession which 
moved slowly away to Belletontaine ceme- 
tery, where there were performed the last sad 
rites, and the good man and honored citizen 
left under the grecn sed. 


PRINCE TEWFIK 
Personal Deseription of Egypt's New Ruler— 
Prince Toothpick’s Virtues. 


A correspondent of the Kolnische Zeitung 
describes the new Khedive of Egypt, Tewfik I., 
as a young man oftwenty-six years, who pos- 
sesses an agreeable exterior, is of pleasing 
manner, speaks excelient French, and has cul- 
tivated the useful art of listening well to what 
others say without pledging himself by too 
eager1esponses. He has never possessed a ha- 
rem, but has lived hitherto with his one wife 
aiter the European manner, at his magnificent 
country villa. He has an English nurse for his 
children. His library and colleetion of maps 
are very extensive, but they appear to be less 
used than his billiard table. He has never beén 
his father’s favorite—indeed, the first born sel- 
dom bas the first placein the affections of aa 
Oriental parent, just as we find that the heroes 
o.the popular tales are invariably younger 
sons. When Ishmail, the ex-Khedire, has had 


oceasion to speak of his son Tewfik he has al- 
ways represented him as a young fellow of fee- 
vie giits. It is hard to say how tar this 
paternal characterization is correct; but there 
is little fear that the son stands 
far behind the father in natural endowments, 
especially in the acuteness of wit and power 
of influencing others. At the time of the open- 
ing of the Suez Canal, when Cairo swarmed 
with ladies of all sorts of character and of no 
character, he acquired the name of ‘‘Prince 
Toothpick.’’ Some say that this epithet was 
put upon him on account of his stiff and rigid 
beaiing; but it seems to us more probabie 
the invention of some English tar, whocaught 
the similarity between the words Tewfik and 
toothpick. Stiffmess,taciturnity and a shyness 
of pressing himself forward too eagerly are 
appropriate qualities in amanwho holds the 
very insecure position of an Eastern 
Crown Prince, as he is naturally 
anxious, for his own safety’s sake, to show 
that heis not in any hurry to -reign. Such 
qualities are no reproach. Those who stand 
on tbe most intimate terms with him seem to 
have the very best opinion of the young man. 
They assert that he is notin the least self- willed 
or despotic in inclination, but accessible to 
good influences and desirous to act on reason- 
able grounds. If this should ve trueit may be 
taken as a pledge that he will be less a prey to 
the despotic lusts of the Oriental potentate 
than his deposed tather was. The tact that he 
1s not surrounded by a harem nor by acircle of 
intriguing Pashas may ve fairly taken as a 
happy omen for his future government of the 
unhappy land.

PATRICK BOWEN’S 103 YEARS. 


Working 80 Years in Ireland and Crossing 
the Oceara When 97. 
[From the New York World.] 

Patrick Bowen died of exhaustion last Satur- 
day in his room at No. 445 West Twentieth 
street, aged 103 years, aecording to his friends. 
He was born on St. Patrick’s Day (March 17) 
in Maygue, Ireland, atown about thirty miles 
from Cork and in the County of Cork. His 
father was the keeper of the horses and hounds 
of P. D. Noonan, an Irish gentloman. Mr. 


Bowen, the father. was celebrated for his 
handling of borses and dogs, and he arranged 
that his son should succeed him. He died aged 
eighty-odd years and Patrick took his place, 
and for fifty years he superintended with the 
same success the horses and hounds. He was 
so daring and excellent a riderthat he seldom 
hesitated at a leap and was always to be seen 
leading the huntsmen. When about sixty-five 
he engaged himself in the same capacity to Mr. 
W. Beecher Ricksen, of Liscarrol, atown near 
by. His new master owned the estate of ‘‘ Bal- 
ly Giblen,’’ and, while occupying about the 
saine position in the country as Patrick’s tor- 
mer employer, wa3 much wealthier. Here he 
remained for thirty-odd years superintending 
a small ariny of grooms and servants. He had 
married late in life a wife sixteen years young- 
er than bimself. He had twelve children, sev- 
en ot whom, including the oldest, are dead. 
Three of them, ason and two daughters, had 
settied in America and had, for some time pre- 
vious, been very anxious tbat their father 
should spend the remainder of his life with 
them. Accordingly in February,- 1873, Mr. 
Bowen, who was then in his ninety-seventh 
vear, gave up his position and sailed for this 
country, leaving behind him two sons. The 
elder, Patrick, whois now about sixty years 
old, tvok his father’s place with Mr. Ricksen, 
und the younger, Jereuilah, is a whipper-in for 
Lord Doneraile.

GEN. JOSEPH LANE, 
Personal Reminiscences of the Last Sur- 
viving General of the Mexican War. 
(From the San Francisco Call. | 

Recently a party of Oregonians organized an 
excursion for a trip to Victoria, B. C., and 
around Puget Sound. Among the excursion- 
ists was the venerable Gen. Joe Lane. One 
ofthe places visited was Seattle, where @ 
formal reception was tendered the party, and 
Gen. Lane was called on for a speech. His 
response, though given in tones feeble from 
age, showed that the spirit of the gallant vet- 
eran Was as strong as when, a third of a cen- 


tury ago, he so bravely led his command on 
Mexican soil. Among other things he said: 
**] come not as a celebrated man or a dis- 
tinguished soldier,but as an humble citizen of 
Oregon. True, Ihave been accorded some 
fame as a soldier, and I am credited with hav- 
ing served my country faithfully and well, 
These laurels were not won by myself, how- 
ever. Mycommand won them forme. Any 
man with such a command could not help 
achieving fame. I cameto the Northwest in 
1849 as Governor of what was then Oregon 
Territory, embracing all the country lying be- 
tween the fortieth and forty-second parallels, 
including what are now Washington and Idaho 
Territories and the State of Uregon. Only once 
during my term of office did I have occasion 
to visit this portion of the Territory. 


| It was on the Ist of July, now almost 30 years 


ago, thata courier arrived at Oregon City 
bearing the news that a Mr. Wallace, living 
on Budd’s Inlet, where Olympia Is now situ- 
ated, haa been murdered by the Indians. 
With an arme (?) of six men, tried and true 
comrades in arms with me in the conflict with 
Mexico, we proceeded down the Willamette 
River in a canoe to the Columbia, down the 
Columbia and thence up the Cowlitz to the 
Catholic Mission. Here we procured mules 
and horses and added these fresh recruits to 
our force. Wetookthe Indians by surprise 
and demanded a surrender of the murder- 
ers. The old chief, after viewing our force 
and looking me in the eye, coneluded to ac- 
cede to this demand, and the murderers were 
accordingly delivered up, tried and executed. 
This made good Indians of them. 

‘*T was then Governor of a vast territory, 
but of not many people. At that time there 
were only nine families on the whole °

A Hint that the Old Way is the 
Best. 


[Washington Letter to the Army and Navy Journal. } 
Speaking of the Stanley-Hazen difficulty, 
Gen. Sherman remarked that they used to set- 
tle those affairs differently in old times. And 
there are those who still contend that a court 
of law is not the best place to settle a dispute 
of this nature. Howevermuch we may in- 
veigh against the ‘‘code,’’ there is no doubt 
that in the olden times, when the officers— 
both military and naval—generally obeyed its 
dictates, there was much more punctilio 
and more care for the nice points of 
honor than exist at the present day. 
Fifty years ago, when we were regarded as 
rather a rude people, it would have been im- 
possible for any oflicer to remain in either the 
army or navy who would permit the slightest 
slur upon his character as a soldier ora gen- 
tlemarn. Those were our barbarous days, it 
may be said, but barparous or not it is certain 
that Gens. Jackson, Scott, Kearney, Hunter, 
Sumner, with Stockton anda host of others 
of both services, whom the country has been 
proud to honor, were at various 
times mixed up in_ those affairs of 
honor, and they never recognized any other 
way of settling a certain class of disputes. It 
is true that in the early part of this century 
fhe officers of both services were a puguaciotts 
set of fellows, and there were two causes that 
“were the occasion of many aduel and the 
stirring up of bad blood in the army and navy. 
The reduction of the army in 1815, and the 
still further reduction in 1821, threw out a 
great many officers. ‘Those who were left out 
fancied themselves wronged by those re- 
tained, and there were many hostile 
meetings on this account. Our 
naval officers were justly proud of their suc- 
cesses during the war of 1812, and the officers 
of the English navy, who were in many in- 
stances overbearing and uncivil, would pre- 
tend, in foreign ports, to make light of our 
shing-and our officers. But they were al- 
wys sure to be picked up by some of our gal- 
Mt sailors. Between 1807 and 1835 there 
were innumerable duels fought by our naval 
officers. During that period, one commodore, 
three lieutenants, two surgeons and 
seven midshipmen were killed in duels, 
and one captain and one lieutenant of marines 
met their death in the same manner. The 
affairs that terminated fatally were buta small 
portion of them. In the army, duelling 
ould: break out occasionally as a sort of 
pidemic, and it would be impossible to 
describe all the hostile .meetings that took 
lace years ago. Some, like that of Maj. 
homas Biddle, paymaster, near St. Louis, 
in 1841, were terribly bioody affairs. The 
affair between Captains Wright and Hook, at 
Fort Hawkins, Georgia, which took place 
fifty years since, was a little remarkable, as 
at the first fire W right was so badly wounded 
that he could not stand, but he insisted on an- 
other shot. which, by all of the rules of the 
code, be should not have had. It was agreed 
to, however, and at the next fire he crippled 
Capt. Hook for life. The older officers will 
affectionately remember Capt. Hook, after- 
wards of the commissary department, who 
was so long stationed here, and who was, 
like Gen. Gibson, one of the most genial 
gentlemen that the army has ever produced. 
About the same time there was an- 
other re markable affair between Lieutenant 
Brooke, of the Fourth Infantry, and an officer 
of the regiment, whose name we do not recol- 
ect. This occurred at the port of Trader’s 
Hill, also in Georgia. Brooke had but recently 
oined his regiment from West Point, and he 
ound a pretty bard rollicking set of fellows at 
he post. Brooke was an exceedingly amiabie 
roung fellow, and he bore a good deal of bad- 
gering from the officer, who had the reputa- 
tion of being something. of a hector, 
and at last he could stand it no longer, 
and he called him out.- They 
were to use muskets and toraise their pieces 
and fire at the word. Brooke’s opponent tried 
to intimidate him by sending him word that 
he should shoot him through a certain button 
of his coat. But hedid not ‘‘scare’’ at,all. 
When the word was given he noticed that his 
antagonist had forgotten to cock his piece, 
and he sang out, ‘*Hallo, there, you have 
forgétton to coc k your musket,’’ and so they 
commenced over again. Brox ke kil led his ad- 
versary at the firs! ‘fire. He knew that he was 
in the right, but the affair made such an im- 
pression upon him, as he was of a sensative 
retiring nature, that he left the army and 
asoon after near Washington. 
t Would be tmpossible to “give a history of 
elling in the army in a small volume. ‘he 
epidemic broke outin a mild form while our 
army wasidiein the City of Mexico, but it 
asted only a short time and no great damage 
was done. We would not, perhaps, wish to 
pee the ‘*code’’ revived in all its rigor, but 
here are many who think as the Emperor 
illiam of Prussia did, recently, when he 
Hismissed an officer of his army for refusing 
o fight a man who had challenged him. 
‘For,’ ’ said the old Kaiser, ‘*I cannot trust 
he honor of the army in the hands of a man 
ho will not fight for his own honor.’’

dulged in. 

With the rapassity uv feends they demandid 
and took a mertgage onto Peggoty’s house, 
and sich uv the goods ez he hed left, and se- 
jestid mildly but firmly that hereafter goods 
wood be sold for cash jist before delivery. 
The mizable plea on wich they took this mort- 
gage wuz that the house hed bin bilt with 
ther property, and the furnitoor likewise. 
The livin wuz eternally gone. 

Peggoty made a brave fight for existence, 
but in vane. Sherman, the finanshel boa- 
constrictor, had him in his fatal embrace. and 
wuz squeezin the lifeout uv him. In vane

Don’t brooze the 
brokin reed. Yoo are wipin out the bizniz 
talent uy the kentry. Hevanother war ef 
needs be, butanyhow bild a custom house, 
and dig @ship canal here, and print greenbax 
av for 6m, that I may keep up my biznis 
net ip. save myself from impendin rooin. Ez 
fast ez the custom house is biltand the ship 
canal is dug, bild more custom houses and 
ship canals and keep the currency up to my 
wants. Yooarecrushin me. So long ez the 
currency isn’t adekate to my wants I cant bor- 
rer a cent. and ef I hev to buy goods for cash 
I can’t doit. Shove out the munny and save 
the debtor class.’’ 

The cold-blooded Sherman replied breefly. 
He remarked that another war mite be good 
enuff for the debtor class, but it would be 
very bad for all other classes, and he de- 
clined to doit. Ez to bildin the Custom- 
houses and ship canals, he wood be glad to do 
it wherever Custom-houses and ship-canals 
wuz necessary , but ez the people wood hev to 
pay for ’em, finally, he must reely decline to 
tax the people apy more than wuz nessary. 
In short, he didn’t bleeve in bildin things jist 
forthe purpus uv puttin money into cirkela- 
shen.

Fight Between White Men and Negroes 
in Hinton, W. Va. 


Serious Conflict which Followed the Slander 
of a Woman. 


[From the New York Herald. | 

GREENBRIER, WHITE SULPHUR SPRINGS, 
W. Va., July 14, 1879.—Details of the stir- 
ring scenes through which the people of Hin- 
ton, W. Va—a town forty miles west of this 
point—have passed have just been received 
here. For several days past the negroes about 
Hinton have been gossipping in a manner de- 
rogatory to the character of a young white 
lady. who 1s the affianced of Mr. Lonnie Peck, 
a popularemploye of the Chesapeake and Ohio 
Railroad at Hinton. Last Friday evening 
Peck overheard three negro men using the 

joung lady’s name lightly, and he immediate- 

y gave each of thema t orough cowhiding. 
Later at night eight negroes attacked Peck, 
declaring their determination to hang him. 
Peck escaped them and was soon joined by 
citizens and railroad men to the number of 
seventy-five. 

THE NEGROES DRIVEN OUT. 

This party, commanded by C. Mayhugh, an 
engineer of the Chesapeake and Ohio road, fa- 
mous for his daring, made araid on the ne- 
groes and drove them out of town, several 
harmless shots being fired. Saturday reports 
were in circulation that the negroes had gone 
to New River, where a large force of negroes 
are employed by the Government in removing 
obstructions from theriver, to obtain rein- 
forcements, andthe announcement was made 
that they were coming back to hang Peck in 
retaliation for the hanging of Mart Lee at Coal 

Valley some time since, and also for Peck’s 
W hipping the thre: ‘men. When this report 
was receive:| the whites sent to Coal Valley 
for fifty white niiners tocome up and _ help 
them. 

RETURN OF THE NEGROES. 

About dark Saturday night a band of ne- 
groes, one hundred or more strong, came up 
from the river, commanded by a notorious 
desperado called Capt. Dick America. They 
marched about town in regular military style, 
being commanded by Capt. Dick in loud tones. 
They cursed, bellowed and made hideous noises 
like a band of savai ges, and vowed they would 
hang Peck before midnight. 

THE MINERS. 

The miners, seventy-five strong, who had 
been sent for, arrived on the 9 o’clsck train 
from Coal Valley, and having joined Peck’s 
friends at the depotin Hinton marched upon 
the negroes, who fled precipitately at the first 
and only volley. Ten negroes were caught, 
stripped of their clothes,tied totrees and were 
well but not cruelly whipped and then turned 
loose. The white men made every effort to 
capture Capt. Dick America, but failed. They 
openly avowed their intention of lynching him 
had he been caught, 

A TEMPORARY CALM. 

The miners remained at Hinton all day yes- 
terday and until this morning, when, the ne- 
groes making no further demonstrations, they 
returned to their work at Coal Valley. and to- 
night quiet reigns again in Hinton. But there 
is po telling when this affair will break out 
afresh. The excitement at Hinton from Fri- 
day night till this morning was, of course, in- 
tense.

The wind, which kad been backing and veer- 
ing and not knowing its own mind for 
ten seconds iogether, setticd in the 
east and began a steady busiress-like 
breeze which fanned the thermometer down 
among the galubrious sixties with facility and 
dispatch. This was kept up witha regularity 
wh‘ch was only equaicd by its pleasant- 
ness until a few minutes before 
eight, when it backed from 
castio west, and blewfrom the latter point 
with the same heartiness which it had p-evi- 
ous'y suown. The west wird freshened up
